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1. This Office action is in response to the application filed January 23, 2004. Claims 1-49 
are pending. This application is a CEP of 10/045,263 now Patent 6,850,168. It appears that the 
subject matter claimed in the instant invention pertains to figure 17 which were not present in the 
parent application. Thus, the priority date accorded this application is January 23, 2004. 

2. Claims 1-49 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims recite an 
acoustic logging apparatus and a transmitter for use with a drill collar including a flexure ring 
that couples to an electromagnetically actuated actuator for causing displacement with a 
transmitting element that converts the actuator displacement into a corresponding transmitter 
displacement. A method of using the apparatus also claimed. The combination is not taught or 
suggested by the prior art of record.
